GENTLEMEN, 


I have  the  honour  of  placing  before  you  my  Nineteenth 
Annual  Report  on  the  Health  of  your  District  for  the  year  ended 
31  December  1938,  along  with  the  Report  of  your  Sanitary 
Inspector  (Mr.  Hilsley). 

POPULATION.  The  population  for  the  year  1938  as  given 
to  me  by  the  Registrar  General  is  13690,  being  a decrease  of  140 
on  the  previous  year.  There  has  been  an  annual  decrease  of  your 
population  for  the  last  13  years. 

This  hgure  shows  a census  of  3.9  per  house. 


I am  informed  that  there  are  about  700  men  totally  unem- 
ployed, and  about  60  per  week  partially  unemployed,  the  latter 
hgure  varying  in  numbers  week  by  week. 
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The  size  of  this  Sanitary  Area  is  4425  acres,  and  contains 
8454  houses — after  taking  into  consideration  our  slightly  altered 
boundaries  for  1938. 


During  the  year  13  new  housee  have  been  erected  and  in- 
habited— 6 built  by  the  Local  Authority,  and  7 by  private  enter- 
prise. Two  houses  have  been  demolished.

The  average  day’s  rainfall  was  .0675  inches.  The  wettest 
month  was  October  with  4.10  inches,  and  the  driest  month  was 
April  with  .01  inches.  There  were  217  days  during  the  year  when 
no  rain  fell. 
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OUT -RELIEF.  The  weekly  average  number  of  persons  in 
receipt  of  Relief  during  1938  was  650.  From  1 April  1938  to  31 
March  1939,  the  amount  disbursed  in  money  was  b 12225.13. 5,  and 
in  kind  k257.9.7,  making  a total  of  L12483.3.0. 

BIRTH  RATE.  227  Live  births  were  registered  during 
1938  (116  males  and  111  females),  2 males  and  1 female  being 
Illegitimate.  In  addition  to  the  Live  births,  there  were  6 Still  births, 
1 of  those  (a  female)  being  Illegitimate. 


This  gives  a Birth  Rate  of  16.58,  and  Still  Births  .43.  This  is 
the  smallest  Birth  Rate  ever  recorded  in  our  district. 


The  Birth  Rate  for  England  & Wales  for  1938  was — Live 
births  15.1,  Still  births  .60.

DEATH  RATE.  Total  deaths  during  the  year  were  151 
(91  males  and  60  females).  This  gives  a Death  Rate  of  11.2.  The 
Death  Rate  for  England  & Wales  was  11.6.  Of  the  total  deaths,  13 
died  before  they  were  a year  old  (10  males  and  3 females).  There 
were  87  deaths  of  people  60  years  of  age  and  upwards.

This  is  measured  by  the  pro- 
portion of  Deaths  under  1 year  to  1000  Registered  Births.  The 
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total  Deaths  under  1 year  were  18,  and  the  total  Live  births  227. 
This  gives  an  Infantile  Mortality  of  57.  The  Infantile  Mortality  for 
England  & Wales  was  53.

The  Deaths  from  the  seven 
principal  Zymotic  Diseases  (Small  Pox,  Scarlet  Fever,  Measles, 
Diphtheria,  Whooping  Cough,  Enteric  Fever,  Diarrhoea)  amount 
to  4 — Diphtheria  2,  Measles  1.  Whooping  Cough  1.  This  gives  a 
Zymotic  Death  Rate  of  .29,

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Whooping  Cough  and  Diarrhoea  are  not  notifiable  in  this 
area,  nor  was  Chicken  Pox  during  1938.  Pneumonia  is  irregularly 
notified. 

All  the  cases  of  Tuberculosis  were  notified  previous  to  death. 
One  case  of  Ophthalmia  Neonatorum  was  notified,  and  1 case  of 
Typhoid  was  sent  to  the  Isolation  Hospital  for  observation,  but 
was  afterwards  discharged  as  not  being  a case. 

All  the  cases  of  Measles,  Pneumonia  and  Ophthalmia  Neon- 
atorum were  treated  at  home,  without  nursing  assistance. 

All  the  29  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  and  t^ie  44  cases  of  Diph- 
theria were  sent  to  the  Isolation  Hospital. 


Every  winter  I have  made  an  offer,  through  the  West  Riding 
County  Council,  to  the  children  of  each  of  the  8 schools  in  this 
district,  to  Immunize  them  against  Diphtheria,  but  the  response 
has  been  disappointing.

The  suspected  case  of  Enteric  sent  for  observation  cost  8 4 0 

In  addition,  9 cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  received  Serum  treat- 
ment at  a cost  of  £20/5/0,  thus  making  a total  cost  of  £635/3/0  for 
the  treatment  of  Infectious  cases. 

The  cost  per  day  for  each  Scarlet  Fever  case  is  2/-,  while 
each  case  of  Diphtheria  and  Enteric  Fever  costs  4/-.

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TUBERCULOSIS.  During  the  year,  16  new  cases  of  Tub- 
erculosis were  notified  (10  Pulmonary  and  6 Non-Pulmonary) . 
There  were  11  deaths  recorded  (9  Pulmonary  and  2 Non-Pulmon- 
ary) . Ten  cases  were  sent  to  Sanatorium  or  Hospital. 


This  gives  a Death  Rate  from  Tuberculosis  of  0.8.

I might  incidentally  mention  here  that  the  Cows  and  Cow- 
sheds are  visited  from  time  to  time  by  the  Veterinary  Staff  from  the 
West  Riding,  but  they  have  not  informed  me  how  many  cases  of 
Tuberculosis  they  removed. 

In  addition,  my  Sanitary  Inspector  visits  all  Slaughter- 
houses weekly,  and  in  course  of  his  examinations  he  has  seized  and 
destroyed  the  whole  carcases  of  22  animals  (including  Pigs),  and 
some  parts  or  organs  of  58  other  animals.  53  of  this  total  were  suf- 
fering from  Tuberculosis. 

VACCINATIONS.  During  the  year,  50  Primary  Vaccina- 
tions were  successfully  performed,  but  no  re -vaccinations,  showing 
that  only  22  per  cent,  of  the  children  are  protected. 

CANCER.  19  deaths  from  this  were  registered  during  1938 
(11  males  and  8 females) , giving  a Death  Rate  of  1.3.  Ten  of  these 
cases  were  in  connection  with  Stomach  and  Bowel,  3 involved  the 
Generative  Organs,  2 in  the  Throat  and  Chest,  3 in  the  Gall 
Bladder  and  Pancreas,  and  1 in  the  Cheek.  Of  those  deaths,  14 
were  aged  60  or  upwards. 

VENEREAL  DISEASE.  I am  indebted  to  the  V.  D.  Clinic 
of  Wakefield  for  the  following  information  about  inhabitants  from 
this  Area — 

Featherstone — 4 males,  1 female 
Purston — 3 males 
Streethouse — 4 males,  2 females 


HOUSING.  During  the  \^ear,  18  new  houses  have  been 
erected  and  occupied  (6  by  the  Local  Authority  and  7 by  Private 
I'nterprise) . During  the  year,  2 houses  have  been  demolished.  My 
Council  at  present  have  under  consideration  the  erection  of  100 
more  houses. 

There  is  still  a want  of  three -roomed  houses  in  the  district. 
There  are  (S7  houses  known  to  be  overcrowded,  and  more  houses 
are  required  for  sex -separation. 

PRIVATE  STREETS.  Some  of  these  Streets  are  far  from 
being  satisfactory,  and  require  urgent  attention.  Both  Private  and 
Public  Streets  should  be  kept  cleaner  of  litter  and  waste  products. 

SANITARY  WORK.  Our  Water  Supply  is  obtained  from 
Wakefield  Corporation  at  a cost  of  19.8  pence  per  1000  gallons.  The 
water  is  of  good  quality  and  satisfactory  in  quantity.  There  has 
been  no  shortage  during  1938. 


There  are  3 houses  in  the  area  not  connected  with  the  Public 
Water  Supply.  72,800,000  gallons  of  water  have  been  used  during 
the  year  at  a cost  of  £6054/6/8. 

DRAINAGE.  With  the  exception  of  Aketon  Pastures,  all 
the  drainage  is  .satisfactory,  as  well  as  the  two  Sewage  Farms. 

The  drainage  of  Aketon  Pastures  is  a very  difficult  matter, 
and  my  Council  have  it  under  consideration.  It  cannot  be  linked 
up  with  the  drainage  scheme  in  our  Area,  and  as  it  is  adjacent  to  the 
new  boundary  of  Castleford,  renders  it  a complicated  question. 

SCAVENGING.  This  work  is  done  very  efficiently.  The 
collection  and  disposal  of  house  refuse  is  done  by  Council  workmen, 
l)oth  day  and  night. 

During  the  year,  3608  loads  were  removed  to  the  Destructor, 
3120  loads  to  Tips,  and  2445  loads  of  liquids  from  cesspools  to  farm 
land. 


The  cost  of  collection  and  disposal  for  the  year  1938  amounts 
to  £4142/5/10. 

We  still  have  51  cesspools  in  the  Area,  mostly  associated 
with  detached  houses,  and  at  Aketon  Pastures.  The  cost  for  wages 
alone  in  giving  these  cesspools  attention  was  £264/6/3. 


We  have  at  present — 


2940  water  and  waste -water  closets 
80  pail  closets 
884  privies 


During  the  year,  8 pail  closets  were  converted  into  water 
closets,  and  1 pail  closet  demolished,  as  well  as  the  dwellinghouse. 
1 waste -water  closet  was  converted  to  a water  closet. 


Sixteen  new  water  closets  were  provided  to  18  new  houses, 
and  9 additional  water  closets  to  old  property,  thus  giving .29  ad- 
chtional  water  closets  on  the  water  carriage  system.

408  dry  ashpits 
1877  dust  bins 
80  pail  closets 

On  the  water  carriage  system  at  present  there  are 
houses,  giving  a percentage  of  Mm  of  the  houses  in  this  area.  My 
Council  have  under  consideration  the  necessity  of  placing  all  houses 
on  the  water  carriage  system,  where  sewers  are  available. 

I would  seek  to  draw  your  attention  to  the  detailed  report 
of  Mr.  Hilsley,  which  is  herewith  attached,  and  to  Tables  C & D 
prepared  by  him.  Mr.  Hilsley  has  many  duties,  including  the  cor- 
rect keeping  of  his  office  books,  but  I always  find  he  is  abreast  of 
his  work,  and  his  books  up  to  date.  He  is  a most  efficient  and  reliable 
Inspector. 

The  West  Riding  County  Council  are  now  the  supervising 
authority  for  Child  Welfare  Work  in  this  area. 
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We  have  8 Centres  for  Maternity  & Child  Welfare,  1 Centre 
for  Ante- Natal  Work,  and  1 Centre  for  Toddlers.  We  have  2 Health 
Visitors  and  3 Certified  Midwives  engaged  for  the  district. 


In  conclusion,  I earnestly  thank  all  the  Members  of  my 
Council  for  their  kindly  support  on  all  occasions,  and  their  constant 
desire  to  do  what  is  necessary  to  further  the  health  of  the  com- 
munity.

GENTLEMEN, 


I beg  to  present  to  you  my  Twelfth  Annual  Report  of  the 
work  of  the  Sanitary  and  Cleansing  Department  for  the  year  ended 
31st  December  1938. 


SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  DISTRICT 

SANITARY  ACCOMMODATION.  The  numbers  of  the 
various  types  of  sanitary  conveniences  in  use  in  the  district  at  the 
end  of  the  year  were  as  follows —

During  the  year,  3 pail  closets  were  converted  to  water  clos- 
ets, and  1 pail  closet  was  demolished  together  with  the  dwelling, 
making  a reduction  of  4 pail  closets.  1 waste  water  closet  was  con- 
verted to  a water  closet,  16  water  closets  were  provided  to  new 
property,  and  9 additional  water  closets  to  old  property  during  the 
year,  a total  increase  of  ‘29  water  closets. 


The  privies  remain  as  in  the  previous  year.  It  is  hoped  to 
introduce  a conversion  scheme  to  abolish  the  privies,  and  although 
a hitch  has  occurred  in  the  arrangements,  and  pressure  of  A.R.P. 
work  has  delayed  progress,  I am  of  the  opinion  that  this  work 
should  be  pushed  on. 


SCAVENGING.  The  following  statement  shows  the  num-

This  is  a reduction  of  71  dry  ashpits  and  an  increase  of  272 
dust  bins. 


The  policy  of  instituting  dust  bins  in  lieu  of  ashpits  is  being 
followed  up,  and  the  year  1939  will  show  a further  considerable  re- 
duction in  the  number  of  ashpits. 


The  collection  and  disposal  of  house  refuse  is  carried  out  by 
direct  labour,  and  is  done  by  day  and  night.  The  wet  ashpits,  ex- 
cept in  a few  isolated  instances,  are  emptied  by  night,  together  with 
the  greater  proportion  of  the  dry  ashpits. 


Two  motors  and  two  horses  and  carts  have  been  employed 
during  the  day,  and  two  motors  at  night.

The  estimated  weight  of  refuse,  based  on  test  weighings  (ex- 

cluding the  liquid  from  cesspools)  is  10,837  tons. 

The  refuse  is  disposed  of  both  by  incineration  and  by  tip- 
ping. A two -cell  refuse  destructor  is  in  use  which  disposed  of 
58.63  per  cent,  of  the  refuse.  The  remaining  46.37  per  cent,  was 
tipped  chiefly  on  land  at  the  South  Featherstone  Sewage  Farm,  and 
the  land  subsequently  brought  into  cultivation. 

The  liquid  from  cesspools  is  disposed  of  chiefly  by  tipping 
over  farm  land. 

The  cost  of  collection  and  disposal,  including  the  working 
of  the  destructor  works,  for  the  year  ended  31  March  1938,  was 
1^4142/5/10.

SMOKE  ABATEMENT.  You  are  members  of  the  West 
Riding  of  Yorkshire  Regional  Smoke  Abatement  Committee.  A 
bye-law  under  the  Public  Health  (Smoke  Abatement)  Act  1926  was 
adopted  in  1929,  fixing  the  maximum  permissible  period  for  smoke 
emission  from  any  building  other  than  a dwellinghouse,  at  three 
minutes  in  thirty. 


There  are  only  six  industrial  chimneys  in  your  area.  Ten 
observations  were  made  of  the  chimneys,  and  it  was  not  found  nec- 
essary^ to  take  any  statutory  action. 


There  are  two  colliery  spoil  banks  in  active  conflagration. 

HOUSING.  During  the  year,  42  houses  have  been  dealt 
with  under  the  Housing  Act  1930.  Of  these,  14  were  rendered  fit 
after  service  of  informal  notices  ; 18  notices  were  served  under 

Section  9. 

Of  the  18  houses  subject  to  notice  under  Section  9,  17  were 
repaired  by  the  owners,  leaving  one  outstanding  at  the  end  of  the 
year. 


Two  houses  were  demolished  during  the  year,  from  demol- 
ition orders  outstanding. 

Thirteen  new  houses  were  completed  during  the  year,  6 be- 
ing built  by  the  Local  Authority,  and  7 by  private  enterprise. 

OVERCROWDING.  The  overcrowding  census  in  1935  re- 
vealed 180  houses  overcrowded.  Although  you  have  not  built  any 
houses  specially  for  the  purpose  of  relieving  overcrowding,  you 
have  adopted  a policy  of  placing  overcrowded  families  into  your 
existing  Council  houses  when  vacancies  occur.  Also,  owing  to  lack 
of  work,  a number  of  families  have  left  the  district. 


The  result  is  that  at  the  end  of  1938,  overcrowding  had  been 
relieved  to  the  following  extent —

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Twenty  houses  which  were  not  overcrowded  at  the  time  of 
the  original  census  have  now  become  overcrowded,  owing  to  in- 
creases in  ages  or  numbers  of  family,  so  that  at  the  end  of  1938 
there  were  87  houses  known  to  be  overcrowded. 


VERMINOUS  PREMISES.  During  the  year,  4 Council 
houses  and  7 houses  under  private  ownership  were  treated  with 
contact  insecticidal  fluids  and  fumigated  with  sulphur  on  account 
of  the  presence  of  vermin. 


OFFENSIVE  TRADES.  The  only  trade  carried  on  in 
your  area  which  is  classified  as  an  offensive  trade  is  that  of  tripe 
boiler.  Only  one  tripe  boiler  is  registered,  and  no  complaints  have 
arisen  during  the  year. 

SHOPS  ACT  1934.  As  the  population  of  the  district  is 
under  *20, 000,  the  only  provisions  of  the  Shops  Act  which  directly 
concern  you  are  the  provisions  regarding  the  lighting  and  ventila- 
tion of  shops,  and  the  provision  of  proper  sanitary  conveniences. 

Twenty -eight  visits  were  paid  during  the  year  for  this  pur- 

p(')se.

During  the  year,  144  inspections  of  cowsheds  were  made. 
Two  cowsheds  have  been  constructed  to  replace  old  cowsheds  which 
did  not  comply  with  modern  standards. 


All  the  farms  in  your  area  are  supplied  with  water  from  the 
public  supply. 

MEAT  AND  OTHER  FOODS.  During  the  year  there 
were  11  licensed  private  slaughterhouses  in  the  district,  but  no  pub- 
lic abattoir. 


The  animals  slaughtered  are  regularly  inspected,  and  the 
standard  of  inspection  based  upon  the  recommendations  of  the 
Departmental  Committee  on  Meat  Inspection  as  detailed  in  Memo 
62 /Foods. 
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The  animals  slaughtered  are  generally  of  good  quality.  Ail 
the  butchers  are  members  of  the  local  association,  who  run  an  in- 
surance scheme  for  compensation  for  surrendered  carcases.

All  the  ajDove  were  surrendered,  and  it  was  not  necessary  to 
institute  legal  proceedings  in  any  case. 

Generally  speaking,  the  provisions  of  the  Meat  Regulations 
are  well  observed.  All  animals,  including  sheep,  are  stunned  by  a 
mechanically  operated  instrument.  In  this  connection,  26  slaughter- 
men held  licences  to  slaughter  or  stun  animals. 


During  the  year,  175  tins  of  canned  foods,  13Jlb  of  corned 
beef,  and  231b  of  bacon  have  been  surrendered  by  shopkeepers  as 
unsound,  and  destroyed. 

DISINFECTIONS.  During  the  year,  85  disinfections  have 
been  carried  out  on  account  of  infectious  diseases,  including  tuber- 
culosis. 


The  premises  are  fumigated  with  formalin,  and  the  bedding 
etc,  disinfected  by  steam  at  the  Isolation  Hospital.  Disinfections 
are  carried  out  for  tuberculosis  after  removal  to  sanatorium,  after 
death,  and  after  change  of  tenancy. 

Disinfectant  is  supplied  free  in  cases  of  infectious  diseases, 
including  tuberculosis.  This  cost  £10/15/7  during  the  year. 

RATS  AND  MICE  DESTRUCTION.  National  Rat 
Week  was  observed  in  the  Featherstone  Urban  Area  from  7 to  12 
November. 

The  attention  of  the  public  was  called  to  National  Rat  Week 
by  means  of  posters  displayed  throughout  the  district,  and  by  ad- 
vertisements in  the  local  press. 

Special  attention  was  paid  to  the  Council's  own  property, 
the  Sewage  Works,  and  Refuse  Tip,  and  rat  bait  freely  laid  at  all 
these  premises. 

I received  requests  for  advice  and  assistance  from  various 
allotment  holders,  which  was  given,  and  organised  rat  hunts  were 
made  with  successful  results. 

CONCLUSION.  I tender  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
my  very  best  thanks  for  his  valued  advice  and  support,  to  my 
staff  for  their  loyal  co-operation,  and  to  my  brother  Officers  for 
their  courtesy  and  help  in  supplying  any  information  I have  sought. 

To  you,  Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen,  I offer  my  thanks  for 
the  way  you  have  constantly  supported  me  in  any  recommendations 
I have  made  for  the  improvement  of  the  district.
